W hile Democrats are discussing the 
enumeration question, and charging that the 
Republican Legislature of 1885 proposed an 
* extravagant " census, it is well to reealj a 
few facts. The appropriation for the census 
voted by the Legislature was $40,000. Gov. 
Hill caused it to be understood that he would 
sign no appropriation larger than $10,000, 
though he called for a civil service cxumlnu- 
tiou of the enumerators and was willing to 
ign an esflm allowance of $7,000 for this ser­ 
vice. Ho would pay $7,000 for an examina­ 
tion of men who would not he permitted to 
do more than $10,000 worth of work, He 
vetoedjtlie census bill and called an extra st# 
sion which cost the state $10,000. Last year 
Jie called an extra session again, and 
held the Legislature together two or three 
days on this question, at a cost of $3,000 
or $4.000 more. The census proposed by the 
Legislature has therefore a balance against it 
of $9,000 or $10,000. And for the facts to 
be furnished by this census the federal gov­ 
ernment was pledged by law to pay $120,000. 
In other words, the state would have got a 
$160,00.0 census for $40,000. It has expend­ 
ed $14,000 and got up census at all. and if it 
had got one on the Governor'll plan j? would 
have expended $17,000 more, The Govern­ 
or’s financiering on the subject, would have 
been ulmost as disastrous to the state if per 
milted, as his vetees have been to his party.

Jounhtown, Pa., June 13.—The first real 
work under the supervision of the State com­ 
menced this morning at 6 o’clock. The whis­ 
tle at the Cambria Iron & Steel Works was 
the signal for the men to commence, and 
about 1,500 started in witb their picks and 
shovels.

Some of 
the laborers were already dissatisfied at hav­ 
ing new bosses over them and only wanted a 
chance to complain. James McKnight, State 
Contractor, got knowledge of the trouble 
brewing and went among the men and in­ 
formed' them he would have no “ kicking ’ 
and that all those who who wished to quit 
would have to do so immediately, and about 
100 of the men left, but the loafers remained 
around and McKnight went to General Has­ 
tings and demanded protection for the men. 
A detachment of militia from the Four 
teentli ltegimeut was detailed to the 
place and they drove away all the men who 
refused to work. This caused General Has- 
tiims lo issue an order to the soldiers not to 
admit any one to Johnstown proper without 
an order. 
The business men of the town seem to 
have awakened to their senses and this mora- 
ing a number of them were preparing to start 
over again in business. Two gricerv stores 
were started near the Pennsylvania Railroad 
freight station. Botli places were doing a 
large business and this encouraged other mer 
chants to start up and the probabilities are 
that inside of a week 100 stores will be in 
operation. Already two barber shops and 
one jeweliy store have been opened.

General Hastings was up early this 
morning and was kept hustling for several 
hours to get things rightly started. He said; 
“ As y eti do not know how many men are 
at work but I suppose there must be 1,500. 
We intend to put as many men to work as 
can be worked properly. I do not want to 
employ any but Pennsylvania men aud 
would like to get as many Jolmstowu people 
it work as possible ” 
General Hastiugs is getting everything 
down to a system. There will be but one 
morgue, one hospitul, and one headquarters, 
Everything has now been centralized and it 
is easy to get at the facts.

“ T hey cut do wn tlfe canal appro priatio n—a 
thing o f substantial advantage to the w ho le 
state—and they pass a census bill w hich no 
ho nest Go verno r co uld appro ve.” 
A nd so 
o n fo r half a co lum n o r mo re, in language 
mo re bitter than the pro vo catio n warrants. 
T his so rt o f argum ent is no t go ing to pre­ 
vail. 
The peo ple o f N ew Y o rk and Bro o k 
lyn do no t pav o ne half the tax in pro po rtio n 
to their wealth which rural co m m unities pay, 
w hile these same co m m unities pay a steady 
stream o f tribute to the m etro po lis, po ured in 
thro ugh the canal and o ther public wo rks 
that they are taxed to suppo rt. 
T hey kno w 
that whereas the farm er in Orange and Dela 
ware co unty m akes a half-cent pro fit o n the 
quart o f milk pro duced by his labo r and cap­ 
ital, the middlem en and dealers make tw o o r 
three cents w itho ut any capital and scarcely 
any labo r. 
They see great fo rtunes m ade in

and faithful expo sitio n o f the views o f the

And it is the Eagle’s belief that if this plat­ 
fo rm instead o f the views in Mr. Cleveland’s 
free trade message had been ado pted, Mr. 
Cleveland himself wo uld still be in the White 
Ho use. 
“ Anything to win ” is the high mo ral prin­ 
ciple that underlies this advice. 
The Demo ­ 
cratic party no w has o n its bo o ks two plat 
fo rms, which may be expected to do alter­ 
nate duty in co ming campaigns. 
On the 
platfo rm o f 1884 the party wo n “ by an eye­ 
lash;” o n that o f 1888 it was badly defeated. 
Hence an effo rt will be made to have the 
o lder platfo rm do service in 1892. 
As the 
party is likely then to suffer ano ther defeat, 
that o f 1888 will be bro ught o ut nnd bur­ 
nished up fo r 1898, o n the plea that the 
party’s next-to -tbe-last whipping was no t so 
terrible as the last o ne. 
But the peo ple begin to understand what 
Demo cratic platfo rms are made fo r. 
The 
platfo rm o f 1880 declared fo r “ a tariff fo r 
revenue o nly,” and tho ugh Mr. Randall went 
o ut into the canvass and declared that his 
party had no designs upo n the industries o f 
the co untry, and tho ugh Gen. Hanco ck pro ­ 
no unced the tariff o nly a lo cal issue, the Mo r 


riso n ho rizo ntal reductio n bill was reared 
upo n it in the fo rty eighth Co ngress. 
The 
platfo rm o f 1884 pro mised to “ revise the 
tariff in a spirit o f fairness to all interests,” 
and the regard which the Dem o cratic party 
had fo r this pledge was sho w n in the fo rty- 
ninth Co ngress by the intro ductio n o f the 
seco nd Mo rriso n bill as the o nly measure o f 
tariff legislatio n which the m ajo rity w o uld 
permit to be co nsidered, and in the fiftieth 
Co ngress by the intro ductio n, suppo rt and 
actual passage o f the Mills bill. 
T he first 
Mo rriso n bill w as a veno m o us attack o n the 
industries o f the co untry; the seco nd M o rri­ 
so n bill w as a meaner and mo re ruino us 
measure than the first; the M ills bill co ntem ­ 
plated larger destructio n than the tw o Mo rri­ 
so n bills to gether. 
And yet this bill w as pro ­ 


jected and carried thro ugh o n that precio us 
platfo rm o f 1884. 
The co untry w ill no t fo r­ 
get the breadth o f space between pro m ise 
and perfo rm ance upo n this platfo rm if it is 
bro ught o ut again in 1892. 


The platfo rm o f 1888 was the first ho nest 
expressio n o f the party's purpo se in co nven­ 
tio n. 
It was fo rced upo n the party by Mr. 
Cleveland, a man w ho , with all his defects, 
is straightfo rward, co urageo us, and despises 
hypo crisy.

HILL ON H IS HOBBY AGAIN. 


It looks as though the Democrats of this 
state were planning for a “ campaign of intel 
lec t" next fall, in spite of the great disaster 
that overtook them in November last, in con- 
■equencc of the instructions delivered to the 
people on political duty by Roger Q. Mills, 
the Breekinridges, Taulbee, Allen, McMillin 
and other over forgiven rebels. 
Nothing else 
can explain the sudden revival of the old dis­ 
cussion concerning an “ enum eration” and 
“ apportionm ent,” which was inaugurated by 
the New York Sun a few days ago, and is 
now filling a great deal of the editorial space 
of the Democratic organs of the interior. 
I1 
j 9 the one lone battery behind which the 
G overnor retreats and opens fire, when some 
misdeed like the veto of the Crosby and 
V eddcr bills makes an o|x*n position before 
the people too hot for him. 
A vigorous re 
newal of the apportionm ent discussion is ex­ 
pected to cause' the people to forget several 
things that the Governor dees not wish tin m 
to remember. 
And lie probably lielieves thnt 
the disagreement over the census bill hnp 
pened so long ago that the people have for 
gotten it. 
W e are attracted to this subject bv some 
rem arkable assertions in the Utica Observer, 
which has undertaken to support the Govern­ 
or’s position. 
" The Republicans of the Leg 
islature pasted a bill appropriating un extrav­ 
agant sum of money for the taking of the 
census.” 
The rural members are accused of 
a design to rob New York and Brooklyn in 
the passage of this census hill, because those 
two cities are eomixdled “ to pay one half of 
the taxes of the state, with only one-third of 
the Legislative representation at Albany ” 
“ They cut down the canal appropriation—a 
thing of substantial advantage to the whole 
state—and they pass a census bill which no 
honest Governor could approve.” 
And so 
on for half a column or more, in language 
more bitter than the provocation warrants 
This sort of argum ent is not going to pre­ 
vail. 
The people of New York nnd Brook 
lyn do not pay one half the tax in proportion 
to their wealth which rural com m unities pay, 
w hile these same com m unities pay a steady 
stream of tribute to the metropolis, poured in 
through the canal and other public work 
that they are taxed to support. 
They know 
that whereas the farm er in Orange and Dela 
ware county makes a half cent profit on the 
quart of milk produced by ids labor and cap­ 
ital. the middlemen nnd dealers make two or 
three cents without any capital and scarcely 
any lalior. 
They see great fortunes made in 
the city ujxm their crops of grain,wool, fruit 
etc., while they do not realize legal inter 
est upon the investment. 
The O fferer and 
all other rural Democratic sheets m ight as 
well lake notice first tot Inst that they are not 
going to make Democratic votes among their 
constituents by telling them that New York 
and 
Brooklyn are oppressed with unjust 
taxes, and that it is their duty to give up 
their rights in the Legislature und to let New 
York and Brooklyn take control there, 
order that their ow n taxis may lie heavier 
und those of the great cities lighter. Neitlie 
do they understand that constitutional appor 
tionm eut is iiased on priqierty, as the Observer 
evidently supposes. 
T hen again, the Obserrer is unjust in claim 
log that Mr. Dill is the only honest Governor 
who ever happened to hold the office when 
the decennial period came around. The census 
bill passed by the legislature of 1885. which 
we are told “ no honest G overnor could ap 
prove." was precisely the same bill except in 
regard to dates that Samuel J. Tilden ap 
proved in 1875. Iteutien E. Kenton in 1*05 
M yron ll. Clark in 1*55, Silas W right iii 
1845, and W illiam L. Marcy in 1835. Three 
of these Governors were Democrats and 
am ong the very ablest and purest states 
men 
that 
the 
slate 
ever 
produced 
The idea that a “ census " is unconstitutional 
was the discovery of David B. Hill, after the 
state had been doing business for nearly 
hundred years on the plan adopted by the 
Legislature of 1885. 
And the Governor 
vetoed the bill simply because the appoint 
inent of the enum erators would have placed 
a little paltry patronage in the hands of Sec 
rotary of State Carr, a Republican. 
Gov. Hill vetoed the census hill that three 
other Dem ocratic Governors had approved 
T hen he called the Legislature into extra ses­ 
sion at an expense of $10,000 to the atule 
T he same bill that he had vetoed was re 
passed 
and 
returned 
to him, and 
vetoed 
it 
again. 
T hus 
the 
constitu 
tioual year for the taking of either an enu 
m eration or ceusus went by, and will not re 
cur till 1*05. 
It is quite probable that the 
Dem ocratic party will have to wait till that 
year for a new Legislative distribution. And 
when it is made it will be of very little ben 
(■fit to them, for Brooklyn and the whole of 
Long Island will be a Republican section 
long before, and the Dem ocratic party will 
be crow ded into the alum and squalid pre 
c lo d s of the city of New Y ork. 


AN YTHING TO WIN. 


The Brooklyn Eagle seconds the call of the 
N ew -York Bun tor the Democratic party to 
“ get together ” on the platform of 1884. 
It 
argues that that platform embodied the views 
of Thomas Jefferson,and was a more elalxrrate 
and faithful exposition of the views of the 
Democratic party than the platform of 1888. 
And it is the Ettgle’s belief that if this plat 
form instead of the views in Mr. Cleveland’s 
free trade message had been adopted, Mr. 
Cleveland himself would still be in the While 
House. 
“ Anything to win ” is the high moral prin 
ciplc that underlies this advice. 
The Demo­ 
cratic party now bas on its books two plat 
forms, which may be expected to do alter­ 
nate duty in coming campaigns. 
On the 
platform of 1884 the party won “ by an eye­ 
lash;” on that of 1888 it was badly defeated. 
Hence an effort will be made to have the 
older platform do service in 1892. 
As the 
party is likely then to suffer another defeat, 
that of 1888 will be brought out and bur­ 
nished up for 1896, on the plea that the 
party's next te the last whipping was not so 
terrible as the teat one. 
But the people begin to understand what 
Democratic platforms are made for. 
The 
platform of 1880 declared for “ a tariff for 
revenue only,” and though Mr. Randall went 
oat into the canvass and declared that his 
ISprty had no designs upon the industries of 
Ute country, and though Gen. Hancock pro 
the tariff only a local issue, the B or 


lie 


rison horizontal reduction bill was reared 
upon it in the forty eighth Congress. 
The 
platform of 1884 promised to “ revise the 
tariff in a spirit of fairness to all interests,” 
and the regard which the Democratic party 
had for this pledge was shown in the forty- 
ninth Congress by the introduction of the 
second Morrison bill as the only measure of 
tariff legislation which the m ajority would 
perm it lo be considered, ami in the fiftieth 
Congress by the introduction, support and 
actual passage of the Mills bill. 
The first 
Morrison bill was a venomous attack on the 
industries of the country; the second Morri 
son bill was a meaner and more ruinous 
measure than the first; the Mills bill contem 
plated larger destruction than the two M orri­ 
son bills together. 
And yet this bill was pro­ 
jected and carried through on that precious 
platform of 1*84. 
The country w ill not for­ 
get the breadth of space between promise 
and performance upon this platform if it is 
brought out again in 1892. 
The platform of 18*8 was the first honest 
expression of the party’s purjiose in conven­ 
tion. 
It was forced upon the party by Mr. 
Cleveland, a man who, with all his defects, 
is straightforw ard, courageous, and despises 
hypocrisy. 
Tile Mills bill was before him 
when he wrote that rem arkable message, and 
he was under pledge to use the entire power 
of his office to drive it through. He scorned, 
while doing this woik for the free traders, to 
step upon a platform that would m ake his a t­ 
titude before the American people so incon­ 
sistent aa lo lie ridiculous. 
Mr. Cleveland, 
in unm asking the hypocrisy of his party and 
compelling it to come liefore the country u n ­ 
der its true colors, rendered a great public 
service that is not likely to be forgotten. And 
his firmness and candor caused a platform to 
be evolved from which the party can never 
retreat as loug as it is dom inated by the old 
Confederates of the South. 
The Southern Confederacy put free trade 
int<) its constitution and made that constitu­ 
tion so difficult of am endm ent that the p rin ­ 
ciple could not have been elim inated in a 
century if the relieilion had succeeded and 
founded a new nation. 
Free trade was a 
great and vital principle at the South, and it 
is to day the only hope of the Bourlious 
against an invasion of N orthern ideas, capi­ 
tal, enterprise and laddies. 
The South rules 
the Democratic party in Congress by its m a­ 
jority in every caucus. 
The Mouth may con­ 
sent in 1892 to put the party on the plat­ 
form of 18*4 in the hope of getting back the 
Presidency and Congress, but when Congress 
meets it will tie on hand with its free trade 
bills and its various devices for menacing, 
worrying and em barrassing N orthern in­ 
dustries, just as it was nfter it had perm itted 
the party to 
put forth its 
hypocritical 
promises eight years ago. 
T he party may 
cry' for protection in Presidential campaigns, 
but elsewhere and ut all other tim es its voice 
is for free trade. 
And as long astite Mouth 
rules the party this m ust continue. 
The 
effect w ill J not lie disastrous, if the people 
only learn to know a hypocrite when they 
sec him.

HILL ON HIS HOBBY AO AIN. 


It looks as though the Democrats of this 
state were planning for a “ campaign of intel­ 
lect” next fall, in spite of the great disaster 
that overtook them in November last, in con- 
«equence of the instructions delivered to the 
people on political duty by Roger Q. Mills, 
the Breckinridges, Taulbee, Allen, McMillin 
and other over-forgiven rebels. 
Nothing else 
can explain the sudden revival of the old dis­ 
cussion concerning an “ enumeration ” and 
“ apportionment,” which was inaugurated by 
the New York Sun a few days ago, and is 
now filling a great deal of the editorial space 
of the Democratic organs of the interior. 
I 1 
js the one lone battery behind which the 
Governor retreats and opens fire, when some 
misdeed like the veto of the Crosby and 
Vedder bills makes an open position before 
the people too hot for him. 
A vigorous re­ 
newal of the apportionment discussion is ex 
pected to cause the people to forget several 
things that the Governor does not wish thtm 
to remember. 
And he probably lielieves that 
the disagreement over the census bill hap 
pened so long ago that the people have for 
gotten it. 
W e arc attracted to this subject bv some 
remarkable assertions in the Utica Observer, 
which has undertaken to support the Govern­ 
or’s position. 
“ The Republicans of the Leg 
islature passed a bill appropriating an extrav 
agant sura of money for the taking of the 
census.” The rural members are accused of 
a design tc rob New York and Brooklyn in 
the passage of this census bill, because those 
two cities are compelled “ to pay one half of 
the taxes of the state, with only one-third of 
the Legislative representation at Albany.” 
“ They cut down the canal appropriation—a 
thing of substantial advantage to the whole 
state—and they pass a census bill which no 
honest Governor could approve.” And so 
on for half a column or more, in language 
more bitter than the provocation warrants. 
This sort of argument is not going to pre 
vail. 
The people of New York and Brook­ 
lyn do not pay one half the tax in proportion 
to their wealth which rural communities pay, 
while these same communities pay a steady 
stream of tribútelo the metropolis, poured in 
through the canal and other public works 
that they are taxed to support. 
They know 
that whereas the farmer in Orange and Dela 
ware county makes a half-cent profit on the 
quart of milk produced by his labor and cap­ 
ital, the middlemen and dealers make two or 
three cents without any capital and scarcely 
any labor. 
They sec great fortunes made in 
the city upon their crops of grain,wool, fruit, 
etc., while they do not realize legal inter­ 
est upon the investment. 
The Observer and 
all other rural Democratic sheets might as 
well take notice first as last that they are not 
going to make Democratic votes among their 
constituents by telling them that New York 
and Brooklyn are oppressed with unjust 
taxes, and that it is their duty to give up 
their rights in the Legislature and to let New 
York and Brooklyn take control there, 
order that their own taxes may l>e heavier 
and those of the great cities lighter. Neither 
do they understand that constitutional appor­ 
tionment is based on property, as the Observer 
evidently supposes. 
Then again, the Observer is unjust in claim­ 
ing that Mr. Ilill is the only honest Governor 
who ever happened to hold the office when 
the decennial period came around. The census 
bill passed by the Legislature of 1885, which 
we are told “ no honest Governor could ap­ 
prove,” was precisely the same bill except in 
regard to dates that Samuel J. Tilden ap­ 
proved in 1875. Reuben E. Fenton in 1865, 
Myron H. Clark in 1855, Silas Wright in 
1845, and William L. Marcy in 1835. Three 
of these Governors were Democrats and 
among the very ablest and purest states­ 
men 
that 
the 
state 
ever 
produced. 
The idea that a “ census ” is unconstitutional 
was the discovery of David B. Hill, after the 
state had been doing business for nearly 
hundred years on the plan adopted by the 
Legislature of 1885. 
And the Governor 
vetoed the bill simply because the appoint 
raent of the enumerators would have placed 
a little paltry patronage in the hands of Sec­ 
retary of State Carr, a Republican. 
Gov. Hill vetoed the census bill that three 
other Democratic Governors had approved. 
Then he called the Legislature into extra ses­ 
sion at an expense of $ 1 0 , 0 0 0 to the state. 
The same bill that he had vetoed was re 
passed 
and 
returned 
to him, and he 
vetoed 
it 
again. 
Thus 
the 
constitu­ 
tional year for the taking of either an enu­ 
meration or census went by, and will not re­ 
cur till 1895. 
It is quite probable that the 
Democratic party will have to wait till that 
year for a new Legislative distribution. And 
when it is made it will be of very little ben­ 
efit to them, for Brooklyn and the whole of 
Long Island will be a Republican section 
long before, and the Democratic party will 
be crowded into the slum and squalid pre­ 
cincts of the city of New York. 


ri9on horizontal reduction bill was reared 
upon it in the forty eighth Congress.

platform of 1884 promised to “ revise the 
tariff in a spirit of fairness to all interests,” 
and the regard which the Democratic party 
had for this pledge was shown in the forty- 
ninth Congress by the introduction of the 
second Morrison bill as the only measure of 
tariff legislation which the majority would 
permit to be considered, and in the fiftieth 
Congress by the introduction, support and 
actual passage of the Mills bill. The first 
Morrison bill was a venomous attack on the 
industries of the country; the second Morri­ 
son 
1)111 was a meaner and more ruinous 
measure than the first; the Mills bill contem­ 
plated larger destruction than the two Morri­ 
son bills together. 
And yet this bill was pro­ 
jected and carried through on that precious 
platform of 1884. 
The country will not for­ 
get the breadth of space between promise 
and performance upon this platform if it is 
brought out again iu 1892. 
The platform of 1888 was the first honest 
expression of the party’s purpose in conven­ 
tion. 
It was forced upon the party by Mr. 
Cleveland, a man who, with all his defects, 
is straightforward, courageous, and despises 
Hypocrisy. 
The Mills bill was before him 
when he wrote that remarkable message, and 
he was under pledge to use the entire power 
of his office to drive it through. He scorned, 
while doing this woik for the free traders, to 
step upon a platform that would make his at 
titude before the American people so incon 
sistent as to be ridiculous. 
Mr. Cleveland, 
in unmasking the hypocrisy of his party and 
compelling it to come before the country un 
der its true colors, rendered a great public 
service that is not likely to be forgotten. And 
his firmness and candor caused a platform to 
be evolved from which the party can never 
retreat as long as it is dominated by the old 
Confederates of the South. 
The Southern Confederacy put free trade 
into its constitution and made that constitu 
tion so difficult of amendment that the prin 
ciple could not have beeu eliminated in a 
century if the rebellion had succeeded and 
founded a new nation. Free trade was 
great and vital priuciple at the South, and it 
is to-day the only hope of the Bourbons 
against an invasion of Northern ideas, capi­ 
tal, enterprise and politics. 
The South rules 
the Democratic party in Congress by its ma­ 
jority in every caucus. 
The South may con 
sent in 1892 to put the party on the plat­ 
form of 1884 in the hope of getting back the 
Presidency and Congress, but when Congress 
meets it will be on hand with its free trade 
bills and its various devices for menacing 
worrying and embarrassing Northern in­ 
dustries, just as it was after it had permitted 
the party to 
put forth its hypocritical 
promises eight years ago. 
The party may 
cry for protection in Presidential campaigns, 
but elsewhere and at all other times its voice 
is for free trade. 
And as long as the South 
rules the party this must continue. 
The 
effect will,’ not be disastrous, if the people 
only leam to know a hypocrite when they 
see him.

The Brooklyn Eagle seconds the call of the 
New-York Sun lor the Democratic party to

There was a great uproar in the French 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday, caused by 
the debate regardiug the arrests of Boulang- 
isis at Angouleme. 
Gcllebert des Scgrims 
declared that the arrest had aroused the in­ 
dignation of the people. 
They would, he 
said, persist in exercising their liberty, not­ 
withstanding the efforts of the Government 
to deprive them of it. 
In reply, M. Con- 
stans, M inister of the Interior, said that the 
Government hud order« ! a display of military 
force at Angouleme because the people in re­ 
ceiving certain 
political leaders had ob­ 
structed the highways. 
Demonstrations like 
that of ¡Sunday were generally the work of 
paid agitators. 
At Angouleme agitators had 
even been summoned from adjoining depart­ 
ments, 
M. Costans said that M. Deroulede. 
one of the persons charged with rioting, had 
seized a Commissiary of Police by the collar 
and had injured his foot. 
The Commissary 
bad only performed his duty in arresting 
him and those who assisted him. 
The Min­ 
ister then declared that the Government 
would send more policemen to Angouleme if 
such a meeting was again attem pted. 
M. 
Laur shouted : “ Just try and I will blow the 
brains out o f ‘the lirstonc who approaches 
me.” 
M. Laur was called to order. 
M. 
C’uncod' Ornano, who had joined him in re­ 
senting the Minister’s language, was also 
called to order. 
Resuming his speech, M. 
Conslans said the Government had to deal 
with a flagrant plfeuce, and not merely with 
isolated cases. 
S itniar scenes to those at 
Angouleme had been enacted on the same 
day at Lyons and Correze, and bv the same 
political party . 
M. Con stuns said in con­ 
clusion that it was impossible to tolerate 
such provocations any longer, aud that the 
Governm ent in the future would deal severely 
with those who were responsible for them. 
At a recent meeting of the Berlin Metooro 
logical Society Professor Bornsteiu stated that 
many experim ents have been made to deter­ 
mine the influence of the moon’s attraction 
on the earth’s atmosphere. Semi-diurnal tides 
—corresponding to the oceanic tides—have 
been detected at four seaports, but observa­ 
tions at inland stations have given different 
result.';. 
1 lie difficulty of settling the prob­ 
lem is due to the fact that the mercury in the 
barometer is affected by tbe alterations in 
gravity produced by the moon. 
An electric theodolite, giving hidden gun­ 
ners the exact distance and direction oil an 
enemy’s vessels—whether stationary or mov­ 
ing—has been set up at Magdalena, Italy, 
w here a battery protects the Island of Ca- 
prera. From behind a hill, on which is placed 
the electric apparatus, the gunners are ena­ 
bled to tiie with tin' utm ost precision, while 
any effective return tire is prevented by the 
inability of the foe to tix tbe location of the 
invisible guns. 
Sir Jam es Ferguson says that there is little 
doubt that a conference of the Powers will be 
held this year for the purpose of devising 
measures for the repression of the slave trade 
in Africa. 
Communications are now passing 
lietween Belgium and Englaud with reference 
to preliminaries that must tie arranged before 
the Conference meets, and informal com m u­ 
nications have also taken place with the rep­ 
resentatives of the other Governments con­ 
cerned.

Arm y and Navy News. 
In a general order issued from the W ar 
Departm ent yesterday, Major G eneral Scho­ 
field has provided a special scheme of instruc­ 
tion to be carried out at all m ilitary posts, 
with a view to the practical education of offi­ 
cers and men, and in anticipation of the more 
complete equipm ent of the posts w ith appa­ 
ratus for the conduct of target practice. The 
course of instruction is technical, em bracing 
the use of meteoiological instrum ents, tele­ 
graphy. electrical science and m athem atics, 
and is also em inently practical in requiring 
study in the judgm ent of distances overland 
ami water by sound, and by stop w atches the 
art of tracking vessels and estim ating the 
movement of ships, calculation of the effect 
of the wind on artillery fire, etc. In addition 
to these subjects, non commisuoned officers 
and other enlisted men of sufficient intelli­ 
gence will receive careful instruction in the 
use of logarithm s, solution of plane triangles 
and of simple ballistic formula*. 
The W ar Department has determ ined to 
test officially the merits of the M erriam knap 
sack, a device invented by an arm y officer, 
which relieves the shoulders from the w eight 
of baggage and throws it upon the hips. 
The knapsack lias already been tried by indi­ 
vidual soldiers, who assert that by its use they 
are able to carry greatly increased w eights 
without additional effort, while the arm s and 
shoulders are free for ordinary uses. 
At the New-York Navy Yard w ork lias 
already begun on what was designed to be 
the monitor Puritan, but which is soon to be 
a powerful barbette fighting ship,

There was a great uproar in the French 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday, caused by 
the debate regarding the arrests of Boulang- 
ists at Angouleme. Gellebert des Segrims 
declared that the arrest had aroused the in- 
d igual ion of the people. They would, he 
said, persist in exercising their liberty, not­ 
withstanding the efforts of the Goverumeut 
to deprive them of it. In reply, M. Cou- 
s-latis, Minister of the Interior, said that the 
Government liad ordered a display of military 
force at Angouleme because the people in re­ 
ceiving certain political lenders had ob­ 
structed the highways. Demonstrations like 
that of ¡Sunday were generally the work of 
paid agitators. At Angouleme agitators had 
even been summoned from adjoining depart­ 
ments, M. Costans said that M. Deroulede. 
one of the persons charged with rioting, had 
seized a Commissiary of Police by the collar 
and had injured his foot. The Commissary 
hail only performed his duty in arresting 
him and those who assisted him. The Min­ 
ister then declared that the Government 
would send more policemen to Angouleme if 
such a meeting was again attempted. M. 
Laur shouted : “Just try and I will blow the 
brains out of 'the first, one who approaches 
me.” M. Laur was called to order. M. 
Cuneo d' Ormino, w ho had joined him in re­ 
senting the Minister’s language, was also 
called to order. Resuming his speech, M. 
Consians said (lie Government had to deal 
with a flagrant plfenee, and not merely with 
isolated cases. Simrar scenes to those at 
Angouleme had been enacted on the same 
day at Lyons and Correze, and bv the same 
political party. M. Constnns said in con­ 
clusion that it was impossible to tolerate 
such provocations any longer, aud that the 
Government in the future would deal severely 
with those who were responsible for them. 
At a recent meeting of the Berlin Meteoro 
logical Society Professor Bornateiu stated that 
many experiments have been made to deter­ 
mine the influence of the moon’s attraction 
on the earth’s atmosphere. Semi-diurnal tides 
corresponding to the oceanic tides—have 
been detected at four seaports, hut observa- 
ions at inland stations have given different 
results. 1 he difficulty of settliug the prob­ 
lem is ilue to the fact that the mercury in the 
irometer is affected by the alterations in 
gravity produced by the moon. 
An electric theodolite, giving hidden gun­ 
ners the exact distance and direction of an 
nemy’s vessels—whether stationary or mov­ 
ing—-has been set up at Magdalena, Italy, 
here a battery protects the Island of (Ja- 
prera. From behind a hill, on which is placed 
electric apparatus, the gunners are ena­ 
bled to tiie with the utmost precision, while 
any effective return tire is prevented by the 
inability of the foe to fix the location of the 
invisible guns. 
Sir James Ferguson says that there is little 
doubt that a conference of the Powers will be 
held this year for the purpose of devising 
measures for the repression of the slave trade 
in Africa. Communications are now passing 
between Belgium and England with reference 
to preliminaries that must be arranged before 
the Conference meets, and informal commu­ 
nications have also taken place with the rep­ 
resentatives of the other Governments con­ 
cerned, 
John Thomas, alias John Welsh, a convict, 
Attempted to kill Keeper James llanlon at 
Auburn Prison yesterday. Thomas had been 
locked in a cell for bad conduct, and when 
Haulon unlocked (lie cell the convict attacked 
him with an iron leg of his bedstead, which 
he had broken off. A feilow-offlcer went to 
Hanlon’s assistance and saved his life. 
Tuesday morning the dead body of Thomas 
Kinney was found upon a street in Iudian- 
polis. His neck was broken and his skull 
rushed. When last seen he was intoxicated, 
;i tlie company of a married woman, whose 
husband was heard to threaten Kinney. The 
police have not beeu able to find either the 
cnmn or her husband. 
A large scaffold that had been carelessly 
rected at the new Power House w hich Presi­ 
dent Yerks of the West Hide Cable Street 
Railroad is building, at the corner of Rock­ 
well and Madison-streets, Chicago, fell with 
crash, yesterday, aud buried nice workmen 
in the ruins, No one was killed outright, 
but some will pfobably die. 
The Cologne Gazette regards the reinstate­ 
m e n t of Malietoa as probable.

Army and Navy New*. 
In a general order issued from the War 
Department yesterday, Major General Scho­ 
field has provided a special scheme of instruc­ 
tion to be carried out at all military posts, 
with a view to the practical education of offi­ 
cers and meD, and in anticipation of the more 
complete equipment of the posts with appa­ 
ratus for the conduct of target practice. The 
course of instruction is technical, embracing 
the use of meteoiological instruments, tele­ 
graphy. electrical science and mathematics, 
and is also eminently practical in requiring 
study in the judgment of distances overland 
UDd water by sound, and by stop watches the 
art of tracking vessels and estimating the 
movement of ships, calculation of the effect 
of the wind on artillery fire, etc. In addition 
to these subjects, non-commissioned officers 
and other enlisted men of sufficient intelli­ 
gence will receive careful instruction in the 
use of logarithms, solution of plane triangles 
and of simple ballistic formulae. 
The War Department has determined to 
test officially the merits of the Merriam knap­ 
sack, a device invented by an army officer, 
which relieves the shoulders from the weight 
of baggage and throws it upon the hips.

(lay after that. J saw you go p ast. I don't know if 
you was at Myra’s or at Ellenville. Libbie. this bas 
been the longest week I have seen iu ten years. 
Living friend. 
J. DkWitt. 
I will drop iu the office on my way up so you can 
get it at either p lace. 
Dear Libbie, I am taking your advice when I am 
lonesome to write to you. Cant think what p leasure 
the little letters has been to me that you sent me 
with George. Don't never think of going awav to 
Russell's while I live. The very thoughts of your 
going away would be too much for me. I am writ­ 
ing more than I exp ected to do when I commenced. 
I will be over as early as I can. 
From your loving friendj 
J acob DkW itt. 
Witnesses were examined to show- that 
Jacob D eW itt had been in the habit of calling 
on Mrs. B ruyn. 
John Blanshun, the p lain­ 
tiff’s brother, w ho worked on her farm , testi­ 
fied that he w as acquainted with Jacob D e­ 
W iu. 
D eW itt died January 17, 1885, at the 
age of 70 years. 
“ He visited Mrs. B ruyn’s 
house rep eatedly iu the fall and sum m er of 
1884. 
He m et her in the p arlor and sitting 
room. On O ctober 29, 1884, [The date of the 
note.] I saw D eW itt and talked w ith him. 
I was w orking on the road and D eW itt came 
up the road and went lo the Louse w ith a 
horse ami w agon. W hen he went aw ay Airs. 
Bruyn came out to the door with h im .' They 
walked to the gate together.” 
T he witness 
said lie rem em brred the date because he 
chalked dow n the time he worked on the 
road on a board in the horse stable. Solomon 
Vnndemark. who worked at Mrs. B tuy n ’s, 
also saw D eW itt on the day that Blanshan 
saw him. B yron K ortriglit, Lewis B. Stevens 
and Mahlon B lack testified that they saw De­ 
W itt at KerhoDkson on that day and that he 
got very m uch excited talking p olitics. 
Among the witnesses who testified were 
George I). Lydecker, 0. W. Deyo, Jam es W . 
Russel], Goldsborough Garrison and Cor­ 
nelius K ortright. 
Argum ent up on the question w hether or 
not p hotograp hic exhibits, offered by defend­ 
ant, should be allowed in evidence, were 
made.

that the Synod

by it during the year. The Committee rec.om 
mended that $75.000 Ice raised for the Board’s 
work during the year and that a p lan l>e de­ 
vised to raise the efficiency of the C hurch 
Building F und. 
An address bearing on the 
contributions of the churches to Dom estic 
Missions w as m ade by the Rev. C. II. Pool 
Secretary of the Board. 
Considerable dis­ 
cussion followed in relation to the m atter of 
the trust funds of the Third Church of Phil 
adelp hia. 
T he follow ing resolutions in relit 
tiou thereto w ere adop ted: 
Reso lved, That the action of the General Synod iu 
1886. recognizing Gord< n and his associate's as the 
Consistory of the Third Church of Philadelp hia, is 
hereby rescinded, on the ground that Gordon at 
that time was not a member of the Reformed 
Church, and the action of Synod concerning him 
was unconstitutional, and vitiates the whole Con­ 
sistory, p etitioners with him.

THE STEAM ROLLER RUNNING AGAIN. 


T he 
D a m a g e 
S ua tsin ril 
Y esterd a y 
w as 
R ep a ire d by Mat liln lsts I.ast N ig h t. 
The very unsatisfactory {x-rformanee yes­ 
terday of the new steam road roller, recently 
purchased by Aldermen of this City, is the 
principal topic of conversation here. 
This 
forenoon Alderman Weiss, a member of the 
Roller Committee said : “ I think a mistake 
has been made bv the City in buying that 
roller. 
It is only fined to do work on certain 
streets. 
Other thoroughfares will have to lie 
repaired and improved the same us hereto­ 
fore. 
It would have been more sensible to 
have purchased a roller like the one in use at 
Sing Sing, which is drawn by horses, uDd 
which docs all the work required. 
There is 
no danger of such a rolh r breaking down 
aud no fuel or men are needed to run it.” 
Another Alderman said: “ I do not believe 
the roller is evenly balanced; w hat I mean is 
that the forward wheel is not as heavy as the 
rear ones and us a consequence it will not 
roll smooth, a ridge lx-ing left in the road 
which it may go over. 
I don’t believe, 
either, that it can be worked to any degree 
of success on dirt roads.” 
Alderman Weilier said: " Ii is just as I ex­ 
pected.

The way the roller is be­ 
ing run promises to prove an expensive lux 
ury.”

The very unsatisfactory performance yes­ 
terday of the new steam road roller, recently 
purchased by Aldermen of this City, is the 
principal topic of conversation here. 
This 
forenoon Alderman Weiss, a member of the 
Roller Committee said : “ I think a mistake 
has been made by the Citv in buying that 
roller. 
It is only filled to do work on certain 
streets. 
Other thoroughfares will have to be 
repaired and improved the same as hereto­ 
fore. 
It would have been more sensible to 
lmve purchased a roller like the one in use at 
Sing Sing, which is drawn by horses, and 
which docs all the work required. 
There is 
no danger of such a roller breaking down 
and no fuel or men are needed to run it.” 
Another Alderman said: “ I do not believe 
the roller is evenly balanced; what I mean is 
that the lorward wheel is not as heavy as the 
rear ones and as a consequence it will not 
roll smooth, a ridge being left in the road 
which it may go over. 
I don’t believe, 
either, that it can be w orked to any degree 
of success on dirt roads.”

aud a portiou of the third story were burned. 
The house was insured for $1,000. 
The loss 
is estimated at about $400. 
The origin of 
the fire is unknown.

At the annual meeliug of the Holland So 
ciety at the Hotel Brunswick, New-York 
City, on Tuesday evening, ex-Judge Hooper 
C. VanVorst was re-elected President, George 
W. VanSiclen Secretary and Araham Van- 
Santvoord Treasurer, 
and as Trustees to 
serve till 1893, Messrs. W . W. VanVoorhis, 
John L. Riker, Robert B. Roosevelt, George 
G. D eW itt, Jr., and Henry R. Beekman. 
A 
committee consisting of General Egbert I,. 
Viele, Edgar M. V anW inkle and Giles Y. 
Van Der Bogert were appointed to reorcsent 
the Society February 2, 1890, at the Bi-cen 
tennial of the Ma«saere of Schenectady, N. Y. 
It was determined to begin the publication of 
the records of the old Dutch churches of 
America, all of which have l}een copied by 
the Society. 
A resolution was adopted look­ 
ing to friendly intercourse with the descend 
ants of the Dutch who settled South Africa 
in 1652, not long after their relatives founded 
New-York. 
It was also determined to offer 
a Holland Society cup for the yacht races at 
Sneek on the Zuyder Zee, Holland, one of 
the places where the Holland Society were so 
handsomely entertained on their pilgrimage 
lust summer.
